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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed June 13, 2006 in which 
claims 1 , 5, 7, 8, 14 and 17 were amended. 

The previous 112 and 103 rejections are withdrawn in view of the amendment to 
the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected because Applicant has broadened the claims by deleting the 
language "high melting point". Also, the specification does not support the alcohols, 
glycols, hydrocarbons, sugar esters and metal alkoxides as having a melting point at 
temperatures greater than 26 °C. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Monick (US 3,183,068). 

Monick teaches fuel gels comprising 60-95% alcohol (methanol or ethanol), 2-6% 
of a gelling agent (carboxyl vinyl polymers, copolymers of maleic anhydride with olefinic 
type material, etc) (see col. 1, lines 8-11, 64-69; col. 2, lines 1-7; col. 3, lines 25-40). 
The fuel also contains metal salts such as sodium chlorate, which is an oxidant and 
sodium nitrate (see col. 3, lines 14-19). 

Accordingly, Monick teaching all the limitations of the claims anticipates the 
claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Monick does not teach a solid oxidant. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Monick teaches that sodium chlorate may 
be used in combination with the gelled alcohol. 

6. Claims 5, 9-12, 14-16 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art fails to teach the combination of acetaldehyde and acrylic polymer, 
the presence of a solid catalyst or gelled oxygenate with the claimed metal oxygenate. 
7. Claims 7, 17 and 18 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest 
the claimed solid fuels.
